WHEN COMMUNISM FAILED. 

Thm Fhi« or i.uhIm lllunr'. uiol Marshal 
lluevHuil's Kzp«rim«iits, 
After tho revolution ol 1848, Loula 
Itlanc started a workshop where prlnol 
pies uf equality were practlood. Tbo 
wages were the same fur all, but tbe 
natttes of all Idlora were written upun 
tbe walls. All work was very well 
paid for, as bo bad aa Older from tbe 
htate to supply uniforms fur tbe Na- 
tional (iuard. 

At the uutset all went very well The 
wurkoien were sincoro and ardent bu- 
clallsts, wbo mode it a point of honor 
that the experiment of tbe new ayatem 
aboeld be a aueoaia; but very agon tbia 
good nnderatanding came to aa end. 
Those who were more industrious or 
quicker Itiuu their co:npanions ac- 
cused tbe latter of Idlenoaa; they 
felt themaelres rlotima of injuatlee, 
lor the remuneration waa not in propor- 
tion t^i tho seal and aotivltv displayed. 
'I liey were Isdng "cheated and duped," 
and this was Intolorable; hence quar- 
rels, argumenta and fighia, Thia temple 
of hrothorhoud was transformed Into a 
sort of buxlng booth — ■■holte aux 
grifflos," which la, aa ia knaara, the 
unuie given to the building where the 
citizens uf (lenova meet tugother for 
tlio exercise uf their sovuruign rights. 

Another example: Uarabal Bugeaud 
founded at Bonl-MeNd, ia AlRaria, a 
military colony on a commnnlatio loot- 
ing. Tho seitliTs were all picked men, 
and be supplnil (hi iii with all they 
needed for the cultivatiou of tbe aoll. 
Laad, eattU, agriealtural implaneate, 
the produce of tbe harvosta, every 
tbln;r, in fact, was to Iki owned and all 
wori carried on in 1*011111100 loi- itie spa(;o 
of three yours. Tho plun was oxcelent. 
IL. nevertheless, tiirtif-d out a failure. 
.MUiiiii^h the coluitis.a wore sul- 
'liets. aecustumed to discipline, paaalve 
uliedienoo, andoqiiatpay, and witbuut 
privau- home or family, still they could 
i.jtfo throuirh the < omnMinlstle noviti- 
ate to Iho end. .\s they were engutrod 
in pnrsultl uther than their military 
•xeroilM, the Koirliof innovation and 
tnu Mate for uinelioralion soon made 
thonisolvoH manifest Kacli ono wished 
to cuilivat'i iii-eordinu' Ut liisuwn notion, 
and tnry reproaehed ouch other with not 
doing the \v<irk well. The .Marshal vain- 
ly explatitcd that it was tu their ad- 
vaaiage to work in uommon, in order to 
uvercome tbe first diOioultle* Of starting 
tbe aottlemeutand to realise the econo- 
^mies insured hy a wise division of la- 
bor; il v a> of Mil avail; tl;<i assm iatiou 
bad to be dissolved, alttioiigh it hud so 
far brought in prottta.— Contemporary 
tteriaw.
